.Spring trade responds to seasonable 


weather and shipments of, merchan- 
dise have increased so rapidly that 
railway facilities are severely taxed. 
At many points there is complaint of 
car and motive power shortage and 
navigation on lakes and rivers at the 
north has not opened as promptly as 
business demands. The customary 
damage from floods has,. rendered 
many mills idle and several minor 
events added to the number of unem- 
ployed, but these temporary adverse 
features are more than offset by the 
resumption of outdoor work, especially 
in. building operations and on the 
farms. 


Buyers are arriving .in large num- 


bers at 
primary markets, 
warm 


weather accelerating preparations for 
Easter trade. Manufacturing activity 
continues, the best news of the week 
coming, from the iron and steel indus- 
try, where new records are constantly 
established. Textile plants fire also 
Increasingly busy, but there is fre- 
quent complaint of small profits be- 
cause of high costs of production, par- 
ticularly as to raw material aad labor. 


Holders and makers of iron and 


steel products appear to have secired 
control of the situation. 
It is no 


longer considered desirable to delay 
the placing of contracts In expectation 
of better terms. Although boom con- 
ditions have been avoided thus far 
and comparatively steady quotations 
prevail.

ruptcy, court here Mrs. Cassie L. Chad- 
wick detailed some of her financial 
'transactions.in the course of an exami- 
; nation by Attorney Louis J. Grossman, 
: acting for Trustee Nathan Loeser. Mrs. 


i Chadwick said that she was not able 
:to give as many details of these trans- 
actions as she would like to becaus? 
of the absence of papers which were 
held to a number of cities. She had 
sent lor the papers and expected to 
have them when the hearing is con- 
tinued next Thursday. 


Mrs. -Chadwick testified that her 


total indebtedness would not exceed 
$75Q,OOQ. Of thil sum -borrowed from 
various persons,, she had received only 
$517,000, leaving $268;000 for commis- 
sions to the money lenders. She said 
she owed certain banks in Cleveland 
$200,000. The names of these institu- 
tions she was willing to "give to Mr. 
Loeser, trustee for the creditors, pri- 
Vately.

ent member of the government admits 
today, without reservation, that up to 
the present. President Castro ot Venp- 
zula, has checkmated Uncle Sam and 
several European powers and lorced 
tins country to ponder deeply before 
making another mote. By asquiesenee 
in award of The Hauge' tribunal m 
190.5, he has rendered three principal 
ports of the country practically safe 
from attack by foreign nations and 
then he diverted trade to the remain- 
ing ports which he now proposed to 
cover in a similar manner by agree- 
ment with Great Britain, Germany and 
France. This places an imuregnable 
wall about Venezula. In short, Castro 
has in reality two thirds of the armed 
forces of the world guaranteeing his 
comfort and safety. The present per- 
iod of seeming inaction on the part oi 
the government here will be employ 
ed in a thorough investigation on the 
subject from an international aspect 
and laying plans tor future conduct.

now than at any time since the war 
began that the Czar desires to hJlte 
hostilities cease. It is believed thdt 
the matter has become practically -a 
question of terms. If Japan will fore- 
go any idemnity it is believed Russia 
will consent to immediate termination 
of the war. On the other hand it la' 
felt that if the Japanese insist oit-an 
indemnity the Czar will continue the 
war. There are no signs that Japan 
is willing to abandon her pecuniary 
demand.

Because Charged With Whitewashing 


the Beef Trust—But Roosevelt 


Stands By Him. 


\VJashington, March 
25.—President 


Roosevelt has officially 
placed 
the 


stamp of his approval upon Commis- 
sioner of Corporations James Rudolph 
Garfield, against whom the state of 
Kansas has risen in revolt because of 
the purpose of the president to send 
Mr. Garfield into Kansas to investigate 
the Standard Oil Company. Kansas 
has lost confidence in Garfield because 
his> report upon the beef trust was lit- 
erally an echo of the arguments which 
the packers have employed for several 
years past 
to 
defend 
themselves 


against indignation. 
The oil men of 


that state can not bring themselves to 
believe* that an official who sacrificed 
so splendid an opportunity as Garfield 
had when congress ordered him to in- 
vestigate the beef trust is the right 
man to investigate the Standard Oil 
Company. 


The President thinks 
otherwise. 


An authoritative statement from 
the 


white house 
says 
that no protest 


against Garfield will be heeded be- 
cause the President has confidence in 
his ability, integrity and honesty and 
would trust him as implicitly as any 
other man of his acquaintance. It is 
also denied that the dispatch purport- 
ing to have been sent to the President 
was received at the white house. 


The dispatch in question slates that 


the character of the report made by 
Garfield in matters pertaining to the 
beef trust caused the people of Kan- 
sas to lose confidence in the ability 
or desire of the said Garfield to so con- 
duct the said investigation os to de 
velop the facts in the case, especially 
as he has announced that his heariags 
m connection with the proposed inves- 
tigation of Standard Oil will be se- 
cret. 


Then the dispatch adds: 
"Secret 


hearings are what the Standard Oil 
Company wants, for then its perjiry 
can g.) unchallenged and a reojrt w.ll 
be made along the same lines as that 
of the beef trust. We respectfully re 
quest that you (the President) di'ect 
said investigation and that you in- 
struct-Mr. Garfield that all hearings 
must be open to all, each 
witnes-j 


heard to be cross-examined by repre- 
sentatives' "of 
the 
people. 
T>et him 


know that trifling in this matter will 
no: be countenanced 
The people are 


a-wred and are in earnest, more so 
than anyone a~vay from Kansas can 
realize. We crv to you for help." 


The Presideit's petitioners probably 


are unaware that during most of the 
l-erioo Mr. Garfieid's bureau was en- 
gaged upon the beef trust investiga- 
tion Mr. Garfield was personnllv oceu- 
pico in an effort to aid the Maine 
granite trust n have the produce of 
its quarries designated as the rr.aler- 
ial to be used in tha exterior construe 
ti-'ii cf the ClevelTnd public builtliar. 


For upward of three months 
Mr-. 


Garleld labored day and night in be- 
half of that project to the exclusion 
of public business. He spent liis -lays 
:H the capital, seeking to interest sen- 
ates and reprasenfatives in the gran- 
ite propaganda and his nights ca'lr 
upon influential 
members 
of 
bo*h 


hoii'-es of cong-ess for the same pur- 
pose at their homes. 


A curious anJ apoarcutly inexp'.-'ea- 


ble aspect of Garfieid's promotion of 
the granite business was the fact that 
he was at the same time engaged in 
injuring a competing industry which 
happened to belong to his own sec- 
tion of the state of Ohio. Persons 1 
miliar with this feature of Mr. G! 
field's activities during the past win- 
ter are charitable enough to say that, 
inasmuch as the question of granite 
or no granite for the Cleveland build-

Incidentally 
the people here know that Newark is 
making rapid strides and is increas- 
ing her 
population at a, rapid rate. 


While "For Rent" "signs are tliicu 
here, the real estate people at New- 
ark can't provide houses to accommo- 
date the newcomers who are flocking 
to Newark to work in the factories, 
several of which are increasing tiien- 
force of workmen. 


"Why has Zanesville not grown?" 


is now a subject of general discussion 
here. The Zanesville Signal is offer- 
ing a prize for the best 500 word, 
article on this subject to be submit- 
ted before next Wednesday'evening. 


Here is one short article that reach- 


ed The Signal Friday in response to 
the invitation: 


"Why Has Zanesville .Not Grown?' 
"Because it is not natural that it 


should. 
Zanesville is 
having the 


same experience that practically every 
other city has had. It has passed the 
age of rapid growth. 
The history of 


American cities shows that they grow 
like sin for a few years3 then settle 
down to a slow gait, and from that 
time forward their growth is so gradi 
ual as to be hardly observable. Just 
why this is true goes deeper into the 
intricacies of human nature than I 
am able" to penetrate but it is true 
nevertheless. 
I suppose that 'the 


earlier generations are more energetic 
than their successors. 
The men who 


have the energy to found a town and 
build it up into the semblance of a 
city do not leave children who are 
endowed with the capabilities of car- 
rying the work forward- And then, 
too, we all know that it is natural to 
be satisfied with what has been done 
especially when it requires a big ef- 
fort to add something ttJ it.- * All hu- 
man societies are permeatfed with hu- 
man nature and I take itithat Zanes- 
ville is just in the position of a man 
who feels that he has accomplished a 
good work and feels inclined to let 
'pretty good' alone." 


Why hasn't Zanesville grown? Prob- 


ably an answer can be given by tell- 
ing why Newark has grown. 


A few years ago Newark-was a slow- 


going 
town, like 
Zanesville—only 


much smaller. Some of the live people 
at Newark got their heads together 
and decided to awaken the town if 
possible. They said the 
stimulant 


needed was more factories. 


The Board of Trade got busy and for 


$8,000 induced the Jewett Car Works 
to locate in Newark. Today the car 
company employs from 40U to 500 men. 
A little later the Board of Trade in- 
duced E. T. Rugg to bring his halter 
factory to Newark. The people con- 
tributed to the Board of Trade funds, 
seeing that the money .was well spent. 
Later by a lot sale the Everett factory 
was enlarged* then 
afterwards 
by 


another lot sale the Wehrle foundry 
was expanded until it is today 
he 


biggest stove foundry in the world. 


The trolley companies were given 


encouragement and today the three 
lines there are employing 235 people 
and are taking shoppers from every 
direction to Newark. 


The discovery of natural gas north 


and west of Newark is also having a 
goofl effect It is estimated that Lick- 
ing county people are receiving no less 
than one-fourth of a million dollars 
each year for gas leases. 


Newark has good railway facilities 


and that helps wonderfully. 


Newark has public spirit and treats 


visitors so as to make a favorable 
impression: that helps too. 


If Zanesville will get out of the old 


rut, get a few factories that will grow 
and stick, will learn that her neigh 
bors are awake and hustling and will 
then do something herself she too 
may begin to grow. But if Zanesville 
continues her present mogram there 
seems to be little hope for her. Some 
are advising people to get on board 
the trolley cars and ride over to New- 
ark. 
A good look at a real live town 


may helj.

At Wilmington, Del., they called on 
Mr. Duerr, the secretary of the sand- 
lime brick plant, at that place, and 
were shown through the plant. Th'~ 
plant is turning out bricks at the rai* 
of 40,000 per day. They also visited 
the plant at Scrantou, Pa., where they 
are turning out over 20,000 bricks per 
day, and the demand is so large that 
the company will soon erect another 
factory in order to supply their or- 
ders. They found that the manufac- 
tures of sand-lime brick in the East, 
while turning out large quantities of 
bricks, are engaged in experimenting 
with a view of bettering the product, 
and the company here will wait the re- 
sult of these experiments before tak- 
ing any definite action. 


In Mr. Rutledge's judgment the 


manufacture of sand-lime brick is des 
tined to become one of the great indus- 
tries of the country. 
Messrs. Lamb 


and Rutledge brought home with 
them some beautiful 
samples of 


brick turned out by the plants in the 
East; which can be seen at the Re 
corder's office. 
They are three times 


the strength required by the govern- 
ment. 


While at Watertown, N. Y., Mr"

neck, became quite-gtfek, and consulted 
a physician there, who advised him 
that he was in need of treatment Mr 
Lamb and Mr. Rutledge then started 
for home, arriving here on Thursday, 
Mr. Lamb suffering greatly during the 
trip.

Past—Each Month Several "Are 


Sent to Mt. Clare. 


Within a few short months, the use 


of the big compound engines on the 
B. and O. will be only a matter or 
history. Each month four or five of 
these locomotives are sent to Mt 
Clair where they are rebuilt and macit; 
into what is known as a simple en- 
gine. 


The Newark division of the B. and 


O-' formerly 'had 39>of these engines 
for heavy hauling and now only 12 
or 14 remain. 
There 
are 
engines 


here bearing the same numbers but 
they Could hardly he called the saint, 
piece of machinery, so great is the 
change in the working parts. Nearly 
every" engine which is simpled gets a 
new fire box at the same time lor 
both jobs are heavy and require the 
heaviest hoisting machinery ti assist 
in the work- 


in addition to this *e entire front 


of the engine, cylinders, trucks, etc.. 
have been reconstructed until but lit 
tie semblence of the old locomotive 
remains. 


The cost of this piece of work, is 


great the expenditure in each 
joo 


exceeding $3.000- And why is this 
clone? The mothe power has learned 
by costly experience that the com- 
pound engine is not so valuable on a 
division -whefe the greater part of the 
richt of way is as level as a floor. 
The Ohio divisions of the B. and O- 
with the exception of the eastern end. 
is entirely without heavy granes. 


The compounds were not built for 


•speed, but for steady pulling on moun- 
tain divisions or very heavy grades.

Assistant City Auditor Ralph Davis 


was the la-st witness called during the 
morning session, and was merely ques- 
tioned regarding hand-ling the petition 
on the day the injunction was granted. 


Auditor iflaurath. 


City Auditor F. T. Maurath was the 


irst witness in the stand Saturday, 
and was asked to read the ordinance 
ia.sbe-1 April' 4, 1904, relating to the 
sale of $58,157 worth ot bonds issued 
lor the purpose of paying a portion of 
the city's indebtedness. .These bonds 
were sold June 10, 1904. 


John H. Moore. 


John H. Moore was asked it he had 


any conversation regarding this case, 
with any one. 
He answered, "Yes, 


witn Judge Jones." 
Mr. Stasel asked 


Mr. Moore what passed between them 
and he said Mr. Jones asked him 
if 


he would sign a petition asking for 
an injunction 
which 
Mr. Moore re- 


iused to do. Mr. Moore was 
also 


questioned by John Da^gd Jones. 


S. E. Rhoads. 


Mr. S. B. Rhoads was asked by Mr. 


Stasel it' he had had a conversation 
with Judge Jones over the 'phone. He 
said he hardly remembered what was 
said, but knew he was asked to sign 
the petition before mentioned, but le- 
plied he didn't care to do so. When 
Mr. Rhoads was asked if the cost to 
him was mentioned, he replied that he 
was told it would not cost him any- 
thing to sign the same. " 


Charles Vadakln. 


Chas. Vadakin ,asked by Edward 


Kibler, how long he had lived "here, 
replied, "Fifteen years." When ask-j 
ed it he had any bonds of the Water] 
ed if he owned any bonds of the Wat- 
er Wcrks company or had any con- 
nection with the company, he answer- 
ed, "No." Mr. Vadakin on examina- 
tion by Mr. Kibler admitted that he 
had a conversation with Mr. Win. Al- 
len Veach, superintendent of the Wat- 
er Works company, several days be- 
tore the suit was brought, and admit- 
ted that Mr. Veach of the company, 
went with him to Flory's law office, 
where the papers were drawn up. Mr.

He 
was asked, "Did you go to Flory's law 
office with Mr. Vadakin regarding the 
water works matter?"

F. G. Warden, J. H. Newton and W. E. 
Miller. He said he believed they did 
not. 
' Mr. Veach admitted he was looking 
for some one to bring an injunction 
suit against the city as he (Veach) 
desired to bring a proposition before

whom he met near the Licking County 
Bank, the matter came up and Mr. 
Veach said that Mr. Vadakin consent- 
ed to bring the suit if he thought it 
could be done.

SATURDAY AFTERNOON. 


Mr. Roderick Jones was the first 


witness called for the prosecution at 
Saturday afternoon's session, and on 
being examined oy Judge J. D. Jones, 
related the details ot serving the no- 
tice to Mr. Smythe to file the petition 
for an injunction in the case in ques- 
tion. 


Charles Flory was the next witness 


called and related about the same as 
Mr. Jones regarding the serving of the 
notice heretofore referred to. 


On examination by Phil B. Smythe 


Mr. Flory denied that he (Smythe) 
said that he would have to have time 
and that he could not answer him 
then regarding his action with the no- 
tice which they (Flory and Jones) had 
just served on Smythe.

time the first injunction was served, 
and the sale declared off, and he knew 
nothing of that proceeding. He testi- 
fied that the first he knew of the sale 
he got from Smythe on Friday after- 
noon; 'that he inquired of Smythe 
about the' effect the injunction would 
have on it. Smythe told him that .the 
injunction would only prohibit the 
public sale on the 15th, and that the 
suit would be dismissed any way by 
the ccnsent of the parties.
